The silver issues of the “Manchurian Provinces” are something of a special matter. At this time, the provinces ofFengtien, Kirin and 
Heilungkiang were incorporated, hence the “Manchurian Provinces’. As a result, the related coinage became somewhat unified for this 
region. The last silver issues of Kirin were produced in small quantities in 1908 and 1909, at which point production was superseded by 
the Manchurian Provinces issue. This eliminated much of the inconsistencies and problems associated with issues from the Kirin mint. 

For obvious reasons, coinage with the Fengtien inscription ceased, as this mint became in charge of striking the current coinage. Coins 
of Heilungkiang fall into a different set of circumstances. The only known issues for Heilungkiang are patterns in base metal produced 
in Germany. Most references suggest the minting of these pieces as the late 1800s; however, it is more likely the Heilungkiang patterns 
were produced in the early 1900s. The project never came to fruition once the mint at Mukden went into full production of “Manchurian 
Provinces” coinage.

Due to dissenting provinces and the 
Emperor dying a month after the Imperial order, this new Tael series failed to take a foothold and the limited pieces that made their way into 
circulation had to be withdrawn.

it however is barely detectable without the aid of magnification and has long since toned over matching with the rest of the coin. Despite 
its shortcomings, a highly attractive survivor with flashy surfaces displaying lovely old envelope tone that combines golden, russet, blue 
and purple hues. The opportunity to acquire such a magnificent oddity from the Chinese series does not present itself often and as such, 
consideration should be taken very seriously from potential bidders. We do note a mint sport of a similar combination that we sold in 
our Hong Kong auction of the “Q. David Bowers Collection” Lot # 40307, which hammered for an impressive $20,000. More frequently 
encountered, that issue mated the obverse die of a Yuan Shih-kai Year 3 20 Cents with a Dragon and Phoenix 20 Cents and was struck in 
copper. We expect to see serious competition from collectors to see who will own this mint sport trophy. 

The only place we were able to locate just a mention of this type is in Edward Kanns masterpiece “Illustrated Catalog of Chinese Coins’ on 
page 446 letter L under mint sports, it was one that he had seen, but did not own. Admittedly, Kann states that most of the mint sports are the 
product of government minting facilities using official dies such as the present example. Since supervision was often lax and discipline of mint 
employees was poor, this accounts for the illegal manufacture in the minting establishments using genuine steel dies.

(Construction of the site was still under way as this pattern was being designed). Since the engraver never actually saw the site and was only 
supplied with drawings, elements were omitted including the mausoleum steps leading to its face. It is also noted that the engraving of Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen was met with disapproval from authorities in China, as it bore only partial resemblance to his actual likeness.

This represents the second of the two Italian proposals, 
with this type being identical to the first save for the omission of the Rome mintmark (R) and engravers name (A. MOTTI. INC.). Attilio 
Motti was Chief-engraver of the Rome mint. Although Motti s initial design was rejected, the obverse design was later modified by John 
Sinnock, the chief engraver of Philadelphia Mint. This portrait served as the basic model for what was later used to produce the first Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen circulation struck Junk Dollars in 1932. It is interesting to note that some aspects of the various patterns left room for interpretation 
on the part of the designer, most notably the portrait, while other elements such as the denticles must have been a specific design requirement 
as they are nearly identical on all patterns regardless of origin. This particular piece displays all of the quality attributes a collector would 
associate with the Rome mint at the time.

The unadopted Gold Standard series gives testament to Chinas struggles to find a workable financial policy in decades following the 
1911 Revolution and the ensuing travails during the drive towards full unification. In an effort to find this elusive solution, the Nanjing 
Government invited foreign economists to give a detailed report on the state of Chinese finances and offer recommendations on policy 
change and fiscal structure. This overview was known as the Kemmerer Report and advocated the gradual introduction of coins issued on 
the gold standard with the design similar to the already circulating Sun Yat-sen funk” Dollars with the monetary unit and its fractions 
known as “1 Sun, 1/2 Sun, etc”. The commission brought in by the Nanking Government was headed by world renowned “Money Doctor” 
Professor Edwin Kemmerer. In the early 1900s Kemmerer had been appointed as the Financial Adviser to the United States Philippine 
Commission and as an outspoken advocate and ardent defender of the gold standard he developed the plan which placed the Philippine 
monetary system under it. Throughout the 1910s and c 20s Kemmerer worked alternately as professor at Cornell and Princeton and as 
an economic adviser to several countries, predominantly in Central and South America. Eventually he became the leader of advisory 
commissions which allowed for much more in depth analysis and recommendation, as was done in the case of the Kemmerer Commission 
which was summoned to China in the autumn of 1929 and did not deliver its final report until late autumn of 1930. This report was not 
released to the public until May of the following year, after which the order for dies and trials were placed. The U.S. Mint at Philadelphia 
was contracted to produce the dies for the proposed “Sun” units which maintained the overall appearance of the concurrent “Birds Over 
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Junk” Dollars with modifications to the Reverse design. Prepared by the then Chief Engraver John Sinnock, the modified design moved the 
three geese from soaring over the junk to skimming along the water just below it. This modification may coincide with the removal of the 
geese altogether from the design of the regular Dollars of 1933 as according to Kann, “Because the rising sun might have been confounded 
with the national emblem of Japan, and the wild geese likened to oncoming Japanese warplanes”. Additionally a legend was added stating, 

“Gold Standard Currency One Dollar” in place of the simple denomination, “One Yuan”. The subsequent fractional “Suns” share these 
design elements with of course the appropriate changes to the denominations. Once the dies were prepared, a small trial run of pieces were 
struck and along with the dies were shipped to Shanghai where famed mechanical engineer Clifford Hewitt had established a new modern 
mint, having been under contract by the Chinese government since 1920following the opening of the Manila Mint which he helped set up. 
Ultimately the project was abandoned resulting in few surviving examples of any denomination.

This type represents an attempt on Cambodia’s part to issue a Trade Dollar to compete against the Mexican 8 Reales and other circulating 
specie. The obverse depicts the bust of King Norodom I facing left, legend around; Reverse: Royal arms of Cambodia, multi-language legend 
around with Chinese, French, Spanish and Khmer all indicating the intended denomination. Unfortunately, this type never saw fruition and 
remains a pattern and pattern restrike issue only. The restrikes can be distinguished from originals by the appearance of die rust in the fields 
and devices. Apparently the King liked handing out souvenirs which accounts for the number of varieties seen from the whole series such as 
weight variance and metal type. They would eventually make their way into commerce and then the numismatic community.

All material shall be sold in separate lots to the 
highest Bidder as determined by the Auctioneer. Auctioneer shall have the right in 
its sole and absolute discretion to accept or decline any bid, establish bid increments, 
challenge any bid or bidding increment, to reduce any mail bid received, adjudicate 
all bidding disputes, to exclude any bidder and to determine the prevailing bid. The 
Auctioneer shall have the right, but not the obligation, to rescind the acceptance of 
any bid and place the lot(s) for Auction Sale again.

made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may 
be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by 
Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public 
or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the 
indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers com¬ 
mission that is commercially reasonable.
